I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Aimual  Repont  on  the  state 
of  the  Public  Health  for  1902. 

Yital  Statistics. 

Statistical  details  are  set  out  in  the  body  oif  the  report  and  a 
summary  of  the  different  rates  is  given  on  page  5.  Heart  disease, 
vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  and  the  various  types  of 
cancer  are  the  princilpal  killing  diseases.  There  has  been  a slight 
rise  in  the  birth  rate,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  number  of 
illegitimate  births  has  fallen  from  18  to  9. 

Infectious  Disease. 

The  usual  outbreak  of  measles  occurred  among  the  child 
population. 

One  food  poisoning  incident  of  note  occurred  in  connection 
with  a works  canteen.  Within  8 to  12  hours  after  consuming  a 
canteen  meal,  a number  of  the  workers  developed  symptoms  of  acute 
diarrhoea  accompanied  in  most  cases  by  abdominal  colic.  The 
diarrhoea  recurred  between  i3'  and  4*  times,  and  lasted  approximately 
four  hours.  Investigation  showed  that  the  cause  of  the  illness  was 
steak  and  kidney  pudding  which  had  been  cooked  the  previous  day 
and  allowed  to  cool  for  3 to  4 hours,  before  it  was  stored  in  the 
refrigerator  overnight.  It  w^as  re-heated  the  following  morning 
before  being  served  for  lunch. 

A portion  of  the  pie  was  probably  infected  by  droplet  spray 
from  the  nose  of  one  of  the  canteen  workers,  causing  acute  toxic 
poisoning  among  those  who  had  eaten  this  portion  of  the  pie.  This 
was  proved  by  the  fact  that  the  same  type  of  germ  was  isolated 
from  the  mealt  and  from  the  nose  of  a canteen  worker. 

The  dangers  of  storing  food,  even  for  a short  time,  outside  a 
refrigerator,  and  of  re-heating  meat,  have  often  been  stressed,  and 
thiis  outbreak  which  could  have  been  prevented  again  emphasises  the 
impottance  of  these  points. 

A few  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning  were  investigated  in 
other  parts  of  the  district,  as  the  particular  type  of  germ  which  had 
caused  an  outbreak  in  Haltemprice  wm  also  found  in  a number  of 
cases  in  adjacent  parts  of  the  rural  area.  Discussions  took  place 
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^vith  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Haltemprice  and  the  Director 
of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  abou/t  the  posisible  source  of  this 
germ,  knoMii  as  Salmonella  Thompson  Phage  Type  L,  but  no 
common  source  was  discovered  despite  intensive  investigation  of 
I>articular  food  sources  such  as  milk,  water,  eggs,  etc.  The  clinical 
symptoms  in  these  cases  were  a comparatively  mild  diarrhoea  and 
gastro-intestinal  upset. 

Seven  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified.  All  of  these 
were  lung  infections. 


Water  and  Sewerage. 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  Rural  District  from  three  differen^t 
bodies,  namely,  the  Eaislt  Yorkshire  (Wolds  Area)  Water  Board,  Hull 
Corporation,  and  the  Hotham  Family  Trust.  Deltails  of  the  dis- 
tribution are  given  in  the  body  of  this  report.  Routine  sampling  of 
all  water  supplies  is  carried  out,  and  the  East  Yorkshire  Water 
Board  Engineer  sends  copies  of  all  water  sampling  reports  to  the 
Health  Department.  This  form  of  co-operation  is  appreciated  and 
saves  duplication  of  work.  In  addition  to  the  sampling  of  public 
supplies,  routine  sampling  of  private  bore  supplies  is  undertaken, 
'twelve  out  of  36  of  these  samples  were  unsatisfactory  : this  is  a 
high  proportion  and  shows  the  need  for  the  adequate  supervision 
and  testing  of  all  such  sources  of  water.  Detailed  information 
about  water  su{)plies  is  given  on  pages  1'5  and  16  of  this  report. 

An  enquiry  was  held  into  the  proposed  new  sewerage  scheme 
bn-  tlie  villages  of  Bishop  Burton,  Cherry  Burton  and  Etton,  and  it 
IS  lioi)ed  that  tliis  scheme  will  soon  be  under  way.  The  Council  also 
considered  the  i)riority  order  in  which  the  outsitanding  sewerage 
scliemes  for  the  villages  of  Lund,  Lockington,  Beswick,  Kilnwick 
and  i)art  of  Swanland,  should  be  carried  out. 

'riiere  are  l,li01  houses  with  pail  closets  and  ashpits  in  the 
district:  lliis  is  a reductiion  of  212  on  last  year’s  total. 

'I’licrc*  are  no  Public  Swimming  Baths  or  Common  Lodging 
1 louses  ill  the  Rural  District. 

Factories  Act,  1961. 

'there  are  58  facdoric-s  within  the  district,  of  which  5<2  are 
power  faetories  and  6 iion-iiower.  Routine  inspections  were  carried 
out,  and  these  showanl  that  conditioii^s  were  satisfactory  with  the 
< xf  o|>lion  of  .3  eases  where-  the  sanitary  conveniences  were  defective. 

'theso  defects  were  r(‘medi(‘d  following  informal  representations 
lo  flw  oeeiipiers  of  the  faetories  concerned. 

1 ns[)oel ions  were-  also  made  of  the  sanitary  conveniences  at  the 
\it<  s of  Building  Oj)erafions  and  Weirks  of  Irngineering  Construction. 
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The  la<jk  of  sufficient  conveniences  in  7 cases  was  remedied  after 
informal  notice  to  the  occupier. 

The  Prescribed  Particulars  on  the  administration  of  the 
Factories  Acts  are  shown  in  the  table  on  page  IF. 

There  are  no  out-workers  employed  in  the  district. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Council  and  all  Officials  of  the  Council,  especially  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  for  their  willing  help  and  co-operation  throughout 
the  year.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

4'he  Registrar  General  has  notified  his  estimation  of  the  popula- 
tion at  Mid-li962  at  24,400,  which  is  an  increase  of  810  over  the 
figure  for  1961. 

Births.  4'here  were  431  births  registered  in  the  Rural  District 
during  1962  (this  is  47  more  than  in  4961).  Of  these,  212  were 
males  and  219  females,  and  the  birth-rate  was  19.2  compared  with 
17.70  in  tlie  previous  year.  'Fhere  were  9 illegitimate  births,  6 
males  and  3 females. 

Still  Births.  There  were  6 still  births  during  the  year,  1 male 
and  .7  females,  giving  a still  birth-rate  of  13.92  per  1,000  live  births. 

Deaths.  During  tlu-  year  there  were  251  deaths,  12l8  males 
and  128  fernale^s.  '^I'he  death-rate  was  9.75  compared  with  11.21 
in  Hf61. 

Infant  Mortality,  d'here  were  6 infant  deaths  during  1962, 
2 mah's  and  1 females,  erjiiivalent  to  a rate  of  43.92  per  1,000 
live  births.

WATER  SUPPLY. 


After  prolonged  negotiations  the  East  Yorkshire  (Wolds  Area) 
Water  Board  came  into  opera1;ion  on  list  January,  19'02,  the  take 
over  date  being  the  1st  April,  19iG2. 


Mainis  water  was  supplied  by  two  Statutory  Water  Undertakings 
and  one  private  Estate  Comipany.

All  mains  water  was  chlorinated  at  source  and  9 samples  taken 
from  the  water  going  into  supply  proved,  on  examination,  to  be 
satisfactory.  At  the  end  of  the  year  more  than  93%  of  all  dwellings 
obtained  water  from  mains  supplies.  The  population  supplied  from 
public  water  mains  direct  to  houses  was  21,226  and  by  means  of 
standpipe  was  With  the  exception  of  an  isolated  farmstead 

and  two  farm  cottages,  where  difficulty  was  experienced  owing  to 
lack  of  pressure,  there  was  no  shortage  throughout  the  year. 


Thirty-six  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
from  private  supplies.  Of  these  samples  12  proved  unsatisfactory 
and  the  appropriate  action  was  taken  in  each  case.

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 


Regular  attention  was  given  to  all  existing  sewers  and  sewage 
disposal  works. 

Sewage  Schemes  serving  the  villages  of  Leven  and  Tickton  and 
the  second  stage  of  the  Woodmansey  Scheme  were  completed. 
Work  was  also  completed  on  additional  sewers  and  pumping  station 
in  the  Parish  of  Elloughton  to  cater  for  new  development,  together 
with  a small  scheme  including  pumping  station  to  serve  houses  in 
the  Figham  Road  area  of  Woodmansey.  A new  sewer  was  laid  in 
South  Dalton  to  serve  the  southern  part  of  the  village,  and  improve- 
ments to  the  existing  disposal  works  were  completed. 

Progress  was  made  in  the  preparation  of  sewerage  schemes  to 
serve  the  villages  of  Bishop  Burton,  'Cherry  Burton,  Etton,  Lund, 
Lockington,  Beswick,  Kllnwick  and  part  of  Swanland. 

The  consequences  of  receiving  farm  effluent  into  sewers  was 
discussed  with  interested  parties  and  the  position  will  be  considered 
early  in  1'9'63. 

The  number  of  houses  with  pail  closets  and  ashpits  decreased 
during  the  year  from  1,613  to  l,4i01.  Grants  towards  the  cost  of 
converting  these  types  of  dloiset  to  water  closets  were  approved  in 
65  cases.

Forty-four  visits  were  made  and  conditions  were  found  to  be 
generally  satisfactory.  The  increasing  trend  towards  the  sale  of 
pre-packed  food  was  noted  with  satisfaction  and  in  some  of  the  small 
general  stores  almost  all  food  sold  is  pre-packed. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  REGULATIONS. 

The  number  of  persons  retailing  milk  within  the  Rural  District 
and  Registered  as  Distributors  was  1'9.  Three  premisets  were 
registered  as  Dairies. 
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INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 


Five  slaughterhouses  were  lieensed ; of  these  4>  were  UiSed  in 
connection  with  retail  business  at  South  Cave,  Elloughton,  Leven 
and  Lund  and  one  in  connection  with  a wholesale  business  at 
Woodmanse3^  Slaughtering  took  place  at  the  retail  slaughterhouses 
on  one  and  sometimes  two  daij’^is  per  week  and  daily  at  the  wholesale 
slaug'hterhouse. 

The  accompanying  taible  gives  the  number  of  animals  inspected 
and  the  number  of  carcases  and  organs  condemned.  A total  of 
ITjO-Gd  animals  were  inspected,  this  being  an  increase  of  1,330  on 
the  previous  year.  The  amount  of  tuberculosis  found  in  cattle  is 
now  negligible  ; the  carcase  of  only  one  cow  being  rejected  through- 
out the  year  on  account  of  this  disease. 

Licenses  were  issued  to  2'4  slaughtermen  under  the  Slaughter 
of  Animals  Act,  1958. 


KNACKERS  YARD. 

1-ieven  visits  were  made  to  the  two  Knackers  Yards,  both  of 
which  are  situated  in  the  parish  of  Woodmansey.  Conditions  at 
these  premsies  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

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HOUSING. 


Inspections  of  houses  in  the  parish  of  Leven  were  completed. 
Houses  in  15  parishes  have  now  been  inspected  since  the  submission 
of  the  Council’s  programme  to  the  Minister  in  1955,  and  little  action 
will  be  necessary  in  three  of  the  remaining  10  parishes. 

Thirty-three  houses  were  the  subject  of  statutory  action,  2.5 
demolition  orders  and  4 closing  orders  being  made  and  2 under- 
takings to  repair  and  2 undertakings  not  to  use  for  human  habitation 
being  accepted. 


Sixteen  houses  subject  to  Clearance  Orders,  10  subject  to 
Demolition  Orders  and  i3  subject  to  l^ndertakings  not  to  use  for 
human  habitation  were  demolished.  One  Closing  Order  was  sub- 
stituted for  a Demolition  Order,  2 Closing  Orders  were  determined, 
8 LTndertakings  not  to  use  for  human  habitation  were  cancelled  and 
7 Undertakings  to  repair  complied  with.

Thirty-two  faimilies  were  re-housed  from  condemned  houses. 


Applications  for  Standard  Improvement  Grants  were  approved 
in  re.spect  of  48  dwellings  and  for  Discretionary  Grants  in  respect 
of  29  dwellings.  The  Council  continued  to  give  guarantees  to 
building  iSocieties. 


Two  applications  were  received  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair 
under  the  Rent  Act,  1957.  In  one  of  these  cases  an  Undertaking 
to  carry  out  the  works  was  given  by  the  owner  and  in  the  other  a 
Certificate  of  Disrepair  was  issued.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION. 


The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse,  including  pail  closet  and 
ashpit  contents  from  all  premises  within  the  district,  with  the 
exception  of  outlying  properties,  was  maintained  throughout  the 
year.  For  the  majority  of  premises  collection  was  made  weekly  ; 
the  only  delays  being  due  to  Bank  Holidays  or  other  causes  beyond 
control.  tSix  vehicles  and  men  were  employed  and  disposal  was 
b}"  controlled  tipping  at  the  Old  Brickyard,  North  Ferriby. 

Refuse  was  collected  froin  some  2l(M>  business  and  other  ])remises 
and  7,2(51  houses.  Of  these  houses  1,115  had  either  pail  closets  or 
ashpits  and  these  were  emptied  weekly.  In  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Public  Health  Act  a charge  was  made  for  the 
collection  of  trade  refuse  in  aj^propriate  cases. 

Seven  new  litter  vases  were  erected  and  four  were  replaced. 
A total  of  67  litter  vases  are  now  maintained  in  the  District  and 
these  are  emptied  regularly. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

A comprehensive  survey  of  the  disbriet  was  carried  oiut  by  two 
full-time  Rodent  Operators,  at  least  one  inspection  being  made  at 
each  major  agricultural  property.  It  was  not  necessary  to  invoke 
statutory  action  and  with  few  excei)tions  infestations  found  were 
treated  by  the  Council. 

Sewerage  works.  Refuse  Tips  and  other  properties  owned  by  the 
Council  were  inspected  and  treated  as  necessary. 

Seventeen  sewerage  systems  were  treated  during  February  and 
March  and  follow-up  treatments  were  gi\en  to  9 systems  during 
October. 

A total  of  3,03:0!  visits  were  made  to  ]>remises  and  as  a result 
of  1,284  inspections  57'0  infestations  were  discovered  and  of  these 
535  were  treated  by  the  Council.  During  these  treabinents  22,349 
points  were  baited  and  3,047  bodies  were  recovered,  the  estimated 
kill  being  13,0158. 

Compared  with  last  year,  whilst  the  number  of  infestations 
found  remains  about  the  same,  the  degree  of  infestation  was  less. 
It  may  well  be  that  this  can  be  attributed  to  the  increasing  use  of 
Warfarin  and  the  improved  level  of  inspections  achieved  over  the 
last  few  years.
